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REMARKS 

Applicants respectfully request reconsideration of the application in view of the 
reasons that follow. 

Applicants thank Examiner Bowers for indicating in the Office Action mailed 
October 4, 2006 that claims 7 and 26-30 are allowed and that claim 39 would be allowed if 
placed into independent form including all limitations of its parent claim. Applicants believe 
that all claims are allowable, as discussed in their response of January 4, 2007. However, the 
Advisory Action mailed January 24, 2007 states that the January 4 th response did not place 
the application in condition for allowance. 

For the sake of expediting prosecution, Applicants have amended the claims to recite 
only the subject matter deemed allowable. More specifically, Applicants have canceled 
claim 1 and amended claims 2, 3, 4, 5, 8, 9, and 10 to depend from allowed claim 7 rather 
than canceled claim 1. In addition, Applicants have amended claim 33 to include the subject 
matter of claim 39 and have canceled claim 39. Finally, Applicants have canceled claim 40. 
Thus, Applicants believe that all claims should be considered allowable upon entry of this 
amendment. Because this amendment places the application in better condition for appeal by 
canceling the rejected claims, Applicants respectfully request entry thereof. 

After amending the claims as set forth above, claims 2-14, 26-30, and 33-38, 41-45 
are pending. Claims 15-25, 31, and 32 were previously canceled. 
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CONCLUSION 



Applicants believe that the present application is now in condition for allowance. 
Favorable reconsideration of the application as amended is respectfully requested.
